In July 1939, or just prior to war in Europe, there were 1,726,500 persons 
4n employment (excluding rural and household domestic), but on tho eve of the Pacific 
War (November, 1941) total employment had reached a peak of 1,933,600, representing 
an increase of 207,100 persons in wage and salary earning employment. After Japan's 
entry into the war, Jarge numbers of men were enlisted for military service, and during 
the ten months eaicc September, 1942, total employment fell by 55,200, or 5,520 per 
month. Over the uext thirteen months, however, the total showed a net increase of 
14,700. There was a decrease of 26,200 in male employment but female omployment in- 
creasod by 40,900 during the samc period. Total employment in October, 1943, was 
40,500 less than it was at the outbreak of war in the Pacific, and was 167,000 greater 
than at the commencoiiont of the European war. 


Prior to Novembcr, 1941, male cmployment was increasing, so that whon 

Japen ontcred tho va: there wore 1,396,200 mals wago and salary oarners in employment 
(cxcluding rural) or 90,000 more than the numbers in work et July, 1939, War in the 
Pacific, however, moasnt oalling lergo numbors of mon into the forces, so that in 
Docembor, 1941 omployment conmmsneed to decline heavily. From the end of Novomber, 1941, 
to the ond of October, 1943, the decrease in men omployod was 117,000, averaging 5,100 
per months. In December, 1941, and Jenuary, 1942, there were oxcoodingly heavy aes 
creases, amounting ‘o 29,500 over the two months. Regular docroascs, averaging 6,700 
’ per month continusd until Decombor, 1942, but during tho next ton months the decrease 

averaged only 1,400 ver month . 


A large incroass in the nusber of foaaales in omployment has partly made up 
a for the loss of men. When war broke out in the Pacific, there were 537,400 females 


in omployment (excluding rural and domestie workers) or 116,900 more than the numbers 
in work in July, 1939. An additional 76,800 women (or 3, 300 per month) wore brought 
into work during the period frow November, 1941, to Sotghias, 1943. Over tho twelve 


months ended October. 1943, female cmployment isercesod b a 300, averaging 2,900 
per month.

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Total employment in October, 1943, was 2,1 per cent. less than in November, 
1941, Amongst the industrial groups, however, munitions, aircraft and shipbuilding were 
74,1 por comt. above the Novombor 1941 levol » the increass in numbers of omployeos baing 
52,500 since November, 1941. Rail and air transport in Octobor, 1943, had 8,800 moro 
omployoes than in November, 1941, and govornmont n,o,i. omployed 51,500 nore than in 
Novorbor, 1941, duo ehiofly to omployment by tho Allicd Works Council and Allied Govorn= 
nents.

Munitions etc, and 
rotail trado onmployment doclined in most Stetes,

Certtin other clasecs of employers 
principally reoligicus or public ‘bonevolent institutions and public hospitals aro also oxonpt » 
Tho proportion of all omployees who are includod varios fron State to State on aecount of 
the cifforent nature of tho industrios inthe various States; but in gonoral tho proportion 
of omployeos, (other than theso of the Cormonwealth, and those engaged in rural industrics, 
and female domostics in private houscholds), who are included in tho Pay~Roll Tax roturns 
is about 90 per cont, of the ostinatec total of meles in employment, and about &C per cont. 
of the fonales, : 
’ Employers wore clessificd for “industry” according to tho industry in which 
they aro considered to be predominantly engaged, As somo largo omployers engage in 
moro than onc industry, a consicorablo number of omployees have boon included in classos 
to which thoy co not strictly bolong.
